After numerous laborious but 
futile attempts to interview Pro- 
fessor John CuUiton, assistant 
professor of economics at McGill 
University, who for the past 
two years was serving with the 
R.C.A.F., the news was finally 
confirmed last night that he will 
resume his former duties as pro- 
fessor at McGill probably giv- 
ing his first lecture today. 
Joined Air Force 
Following several unsuccessful 
attempts to enlist in the navy and 
artillery, he joined the air force 
in November, 1942, and was granted 
the rank of Pilot Officer. He be- 
came adjutant of the Aeronautical 
Engineering School in Montreal, 
and after some time in the city, he 
was transferred to various centres 
Including No. 3 Air Crew Gradu- 
ate Training School at Valleytield, 
where he was Assistant Chief In- 
structor, and No. 2 Air Crew Gra- 
duate School at Three Rivers. For 
the last few weeks before, his dis- 
charge he was stationed at the Re 
lease Centre, R.C.A.F. Station, La 
chincJ He was holding the rank ot 
Flj-ing Officer at the time of his 
release.

next six weeks. Tivcnty women 
students from Mexico have ar- 
rived in Montreal recently .and 
are to spend a few weeks at 
McGlll or the U. of M.. 

These young women forni the 
first group of Its kind to reach 
Canada, and only one of their 
number has ever been here be- 
fore. 

Invited to Montreal by the 
Latin-American Union, the vis- 
iting students were met at 
Windsor Station by members of 
the Mexican consulate.

Solutions to Balkan Problems 
Suggested by . Karpovich 



By TOBY 
Expressing his opinion -for a 
suitable solution to the problem 
in the Balkans, Professor Kar- 
povieh of the history depart- 
ment of Harvard University 
advocated a twofold realistic 
remedy — complete indepen- 
dence should be granted to the 
Balkan states; and a real inter- 
national agreement between the 
present great powers be set up 
with harmonizing ideas. This 
was stated in an address given 
yesterday noon -at Moyse HaU 
on the subject "Russia and the 
Balkans." ■ 

' The present military situation 
and the historical background 
to the question justify the 
choice of topic, the speaker 
pointed out. adding that a hi- 
storical .suirvey, -from earliest 
times was essential to. a com- 
plete understanding of the 
problem. , 

Russia's connections with the 
Balkans go far back,- since she 
had very active and important 
relations with the Byzantine 
Empire through her trade and 
cultural contacts. Professor 
Karpovtch emphasized the im- 
portance of the iact that' Russia

at this time adopted the eastern 
form ot Chi-istlanity— the Greek 

Orthodox Church— thereby cre- 
ating a religious unity with the 
Balkans, and orientating herself 
from western Europe. 

He mentioned other events 
which further developed rela- 
tions belw'een the Balkans and 
Russia, namely the conquest ot 
Itussia by (he Tartars " In the 
thirteenth century, which lim- 
ited -her relations with the 
' Byzantine Empire; and the fall 
of . the Bysantinè/iEmpire and 
the conquesC^r Constantinople 
by the Turks in the fifteenth 
century, which had a decisive 
effect on Russia's relationship 
with the Balkans, by .strength- 
ening their religious bonds.. 

These situations left Russia in 
the position of protector of the 
Greek Orthodox Church and 
therefore protector of the Bal- 
kans. This position. Professor 
. Karpovieh pointed out, was 
later used as a pretext for Itus- 
sla's political' motives. 

By. the nineteenth' century 
Russia was not the only coun- 
try interested in the. Balkans.

Ân Enlightening Survey 

Admittedly the swift survey of Russia's 
po.*ition witli regard to tlic Baik.'ins, wliicli some 
500 students wlio crowded into Moyse Hall were 
privileged to hear yesterday noon from Pro- 
fessor Karpovich, was but a charcoal sketch of 
the highlights. It was nevertheless presented 
with that admirable detachment and unity of 
thought which seems to be the inevitable result 
of a more than passing acquaintance with his- 
torical processes. AVlint is more, our guest left 
his audience with two solutions to the probjem 
of Russia's present overwhelnoitig influence in 
the Balkans; both of them well worth aiming 
at, because they arc both based on the exper* 
ience of centuries. 

The situation, as Professor Karpovich sees 
it, amounts simply to tliis, that during a cen- 
tury and a half, after the decline of the Otto- 
man Empire, Hu^iia developed both ideological 
and politico-economic interests, in the Balkans, 
wliicli were effectively checked until World 
'War I by the concurrent interests of Austria- 
Hungary, Germany, France, England, and Italy. 
Russia's attitude during this time was somewhat 
naive, for she regarded these other powers as 
"intruders" in a spiiere which she considered 
peculiarly her uwn, by virtue of geographical 
proximity, ethnic tics and religious solidarity. 
Her realistic interest lay in the control of the 
straits between the Black Sea and the ISIediter- 
rancan, so that an outlet, mostly for Ukrainian 
wheat, would be assured. This of course con- 
flicted with .\ustro-Hungarian interest in con- 
trolling the moutli of the Danube, a vital artery 
for that Empire; and with British interest in 
keeping safe the Eastern ^leditcrranean link in 
her imperial cliain. 

This check and counter-cheek of motives 
and interests became momentarily reversed 
when World 'War I compelled Britain and 
France (which had à traditional commercial 
interest in the Balkans) to concede the straits 
to Rutsia's Imperial Government in 1915. Then 
occurred the Russian Revolution: naturally 
power polities could be no longer seriously 
entertained by the proponents of Marxian inter- 
nationalism. Nor could the Bolshevik thought 
reconcile itself any longer with the two ideologi- 
cal arguments previously evpked by Russia in 
her attempts to control the Balkans: namely, 
the ethnic and religious ties provided by pan- 
Slavism and the Orthodox Church. 

Thus, until a few years ago, Russia no longer 
constituted the dominant power in the Balkans 
which she had threatened to be, yet never really 
was, before the first world war. She was, with 
respect to this peninsula, a positive quantity 
only in her complete proselytic communism. 

Now, however, the Soviets have gone back 
to their old policy, with the two ■ advantages 
that their old rivals in the Balkans have almost 
all disappeared and tliat their appeal to the 
small Balkan nations has become vastly greater. 
Austria-Hungary is now non-existent, Germany 
will be reduced to impotence, Italy no longer 
counts in the Balkans, France has not enough 
strength to maintain her interesffi there; and 
finally, the British influence in tho peninsula 
is now weak according to Professor Karpovicli. 
As for tbeir appeal to the Balkan nations, the 
Soviets can base it on their revival of the old 
slogans of pan-Slavism and tho orthodox re- 
ligion, "curiously combined" with their powerful 
influence on the working populations of those 
countries because of their socialist setup. 

Thus, after the war, Russia will be the dom- 
inant power in the Balkans. According to Pro- 
fessor Karpovich, there are no two ways about 
it; we are inclined to agree, except for the one 
statement which we would like to see substan- 
tiated, that Britain will be weak'in the penin- 
sula.- 

' The elémènts of danger to world security and 
peace in such a situation consist mainly in the 
temptation created by such power, which may 
very well lead to unrest by a reaction among 
tbe Balkan nations against the Russian influ> 



INTO THE BLUE 

Being the Story of Aviation

II. Until the Time of the 
Montgolfiers 

In order to understand the processes through 
which a body maintains a condition of flisht we 
roust first investigate the factors surrounding the 
achievement and preservation of a state ot lévitation. 
The main forces opposing this state arc gravity and 
air-resistance, the former tending to draw the body 
towards the center of the earth and the latter tend- 
ing to resist its lateral displacement. The . necessity 
of neutralizing and overcoming these forces in order 
to achieve flight has resulted in the evolution of a 
great number of theories based mainly on a study 
of the flight of birds and the rising of smoke. The 
former has been insUrumcntal in the setting up of 
the science of aviation, which deals with the flight 
of bodies 'heavier than air* and the latter In that 
of aerostation which concerns the flight of. bodies 
'lighter than air'. - 

A body 'lighter than air' will, rise in a fluid when 
in accordance with Archimedes' Principle the weight 
of the fluid displaced is greater than the weight of 
the body. This is the principle underlying the lllght 
of our présent balloons and airships where the sum 
total of the weights of the balloon, the containing 
gas, the machinery and the passengers is less than 
the weight of air displaced by the balloon at the 
prevailing pressure and temperature. 

A body 'heavier than air* rises either due to the 
utilization of the, resii^tance offered to It by the 
medium through which It moves, ai the aeroplane, 
or due to the momentum it possesses as the result 
of some chemical or psyslcal reaction, as the self- 
propelling rocket. Whereas the former derives its 
ilifting power from the vertical component of the 
forward thrust acting on its oblique lifting planes, 
thé latter acquires tbe necessary energy to overcome 
gravity and air resistance in virtue of the principle, 
first enunciated as Newton's Third Law, that to 
every action there is always an equal and opposite 
reaction, hence as In the case of the rocket, the 
backward thrust due to the escaping gases is bal- 
anced by the forward thrust of the rocket. 

However wè are overstepping ourselves. The day 
of the aeroplane and the rocket were still far, off 
when Leonardo da Vinci in th early sixteenth cen- 
tury conducted his first experiments with heavier 
than air craft. His original ideas were to achieve 
flight by the attachment of wings to his arms and 
vigorously flapping these up and down. This how- 
ever seems to have been none too successful for he 
next propoied^an apparatus in which the wings were 
thrust downwards by the leg muscles and upwards 
by the arms. Neither was this however put Into 
practice and he next busied himself with the con- 
struction of small models powered by propèUors;on 
the helicopter principle. These were quite sticcess- 
ful and actually flew and in bis sketches he leaves 
us the d«tlg^i^: a craft of ninety-six feet in dia- 
meter coiiaiirueted of iron and' bamboo covered with 
linen but which he laler apparently abandoned. 

Around the same time, in 1S07, an Italian alchem- 
ist in Galloway, Scotland, conceived of the idea of 
flying to France. Very ambitiously he set about 
bujlding himself a pair of wings .and when they 
were completed he mounted high on the walls ol 
Stirling Castle, and with a great swish of flapping 
wings he set out on his project only to fjy a few 
feet and then to fall into the castle moat below. 
Miraculously surviving with only a few bones broken 
he later ascribed his failure to his neglect in includ- 
ing hen's feathers in his wings .which had' a natural 
affinity for the dung heap to which they at- once 
wished to return. 

Another gentleman set up another most profound 
theory. He observed that egg shells were light and 
that the sun drew up the dew every morning. Hence 
putting these facta together he stated that egg shells 
when filled with dew and exposed to the sun would 
rise and that all that was required to achieve the 
noble art ot aerostation was a sufficient amount ot 
dew and a sufficient quantity ot eggs. Then he 
could hitch himself to the eggs and fly. But there 
is no record that anyone ever tried this most inter- 
esting method which is perhaps Just as well. 

In 1648 the Rev. John Wllkins, Lord Bishop of 
Chester, a gentleman quite renowned for his mul- 
tiplicity of original ideas, suggested that flight may 
be achieved by any ot thè following ways, first, 
with the spirits of angels (here many an ambitious 
would-bo aviator must have given up hope), or sec- 
ond with the help of fowls, third with wings fasten- 
ed to the body and fourth by means of flying chariots.

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ence. ThisTcerlaihly bodes ill to the western 
European countries, should théir interests clasli 
with those of Russia. The twofold solution 
envisaged by Proféssor Karpovich is, that first, 
real, and not fictitious, independence should be 
granted the Balkan powers; and that second, 
a real international agreement should be effect- 
ed bet\yeen the present grèat powers. The latter 
is considered the best solution even for Russia's 
national interest, since with such influence as 
she will wield, she can afford to display wisdom 
and moderation. In other words, her interest 
will certainly be forwarded as much by a use 
of her power in peaceful council as in aggressive 
domination. Our insistence should be on the 
feasability of this solution, and its eminent 
practical value.

Canada can support 100 million 
people. ' ' , 

This simple and obvious fact^has 
been obscured by various causes. 

History has obscured it by pre- 
senting Canada as a frozen inacces- 
sible country without natural 
wealth. Such were Voltaire's "acres 
of snow" and the historian Alison's 
picture of a land of which seven- 
eights were doomed to frozen ster- 
ility. 

Time has moved on. The "wealth" 
of the early dayii of exploration and 
discovery, the wealth of the Indies 
and the Spice Islands, seems paltry 
now. What was it, anyway? Sjilccs 
and sandalwood, cinnamon and 
pepper— things relegated now to 
the back shelf of the kitchen cup- 
board. Only one real item— gold- 
remains in common, and ot that 
Canada produces in one year more 
than the treasure ships ot Spain in 
the 16th century brought home in 
20 (S million ounces fine, as against 
250,000). 

For the world has shifted on its 

axis. The North has come into its 
own. Tropical spices have given 
place to the great staple products of 
forest and fiddi the metallic wealth 
beneath the northern rocks, and thi 
wild cataracts of power that the 
northern snows alternately loosen 
and refill. With this has cljanged 
also civilized man's habits and his 
habitat. Where once she blizzard of 
the palins brought death, tho warm 
comforts of snug homes and the 
luxury of great hotels look out un- 
moved upon the storm. Life, stimu- 
lated with new energy, moves 
north.

For, after ail, what are people 
supported by except the assets un- 
der their feet, in tbe soil ready for 
seed, the forest ready for the axe, 
the hidden caverns of minerals. 



and the waters murmuring in their 
midst? Nations in the large sense 
live on the physical assets of their 
country. It is possible for a nation 
to live, as Great Britain does in 
large part, on the use of material 
brought in and manufactured and 
sent out, and on the coming aiid 
going of ships and on the services 
of finance. But mainly nations live 
on their soil, and the assets in 
Canada and its available country 
are as good as various areas which 
support 100 million people. 

If France can carry 40 million 
inhabitants, so can the valley of the 
St. Lawrence which includes among 
much else the beautiful and fertile 
peninsula ot western Ontario. Or 
look at the country still emplyl 
Upper British Columbia (laliludo 
SSo to 60o) has, in Census Districts 
No. 0 and 10, an area ot 170,000 
square -miles and a (prewar) popu- 
lation of 25,000. It has a climate 
similar to that of Sweden, with a 
much lower average latitude and 
resources at least comparable, pos- 
sibly better. Sweden is of the same 
size (173,000 square miles) and sup- 
ports a population ot 8'/4 million. 

But if Canada can support 100 
million people, why is It not doing 
so? 

This Is because Canada has not 
yet cast off the burden of a bad 
name, not yet dissipated tho mist 
and fog of history. 

More than that. We Canadians 
have been misled. like all the world, 
by the myth of foreign ^markets 
being necessary to :exlstence, as 
conditioning the rate of a nation's 
growth. 

I am not denying the merit and 
advantages of foreign trade within 
lis sphere. Wilful exclusion ot out- 
side trade means national sulcfde, 
or at least malnutrition. We must 
obtain by foreign trade the things 
that we can neither produce in 
Canada nor conveniently do with- 
out. But, for all other things, Can- 
ada can get them by foreign trade 
if convenient and, better still, by 
home production if possible. The 
Dominion's Industrial life will adapt 
itself accordingly. All we need is

GILLES JULIEN AT TUE U. OF M. 

Performing for the first time be- 
fore a Montreal' audience his own 
"Sonata in G minor," which he 
dedicated to Sergei Rachmaninoff, 
Gilles Julien gave evidence of his 
two-fold ability as a performer and 
composer. The gonata, with its four 
movements, was played without 
pause between movements. The 
exacting technicalities with which 
he emphasized themes from Dvor- 
jak's Fifth Symphony, from Tschai- 
kowski, and from several Rachman- 
inoff works, displayed his own 
technical ability, which was evi- 
dent in the majority ot the selec- 
tions wlilch he performed. 

To proclaim so young an artist 
as brilliant would be an error on 
the part ot any reviewer, but the 
précision and exactitude ot the 
handling of such works as the 
Schumann "Serious Variations" and 
the Ravel "Btudo" (the Procession) 
predicts for the artist a brilliant 
future. One thing to be deplored, 
however, was an .apparent lack of 
feeling à in ^^vlntcipretaiiph ^in ^ the 



works of Beethoven, Chopin and 
Liszt which were' selected for the 
performance. 

The young performer possesses a 
well-developed technique, with an 
excellent control over timing and 
tho various InUicacies of form de- 
sign; ahd^although a little rigid and 
perhaps too meticulously scientific 
at times in his performances, he 
has an originality and uniformity 
of style, %Wiich will possibly be de- 
veloped in the near future.

of Russia and the dawn of. 
Revolution prevented the tul- 
fillment of this promiie. 

He closed his remarks by 
warning against temptation of 
power which might read on the 
government and might produce 
reaction on the part of tlie 
Balkans themselves; and ex- 
pressed the view that Russia 
can afford a policy of modur- 
ation after this war, since she 
will receive no competition 
from Germany and Italy in the 
Balkans, and that France's and 
even Britain's positions would 
be weakened.

gun in the 1920's by the great 
national leader, Sun-Yat-Sen, 
to unite the Chinese peoples 
under one flag. Tlie'aims of 
the new China were thé educa- 
tion of the people and their, in- 
dustrialization. Inspired by the 
spirit that was slowly and with 
great difficulty seeping through 
the land, the people built high- 
ways, railways and opened 
plane routes to make for belter 
communication. They began thé 
development of ' their natural 
resources) such u coal and cop- 
per. They set to work on the 
stupendous task of educating 
the people and tried to increase 
the number of trained engi- 
neers and doctors the national 
universities could turn out 

But the great modernizing 
work had'bnly Just begun when 
the Japa'nesfr-slded by scrap 
metal ' from the U.S.-swept 
over the Chinese frontier In her 
undeclared war of aggrlssion. 
The remainder of the film deals 
with the tf aglc and heroic fight 
whieh China put up to save her 
people and her land; As the 
dtits virere laid in waste by 
overwtielrning Japanese ' air- 
power, the people evacuated to 
the hills on foot, canning their 
babies and their old folk. 
Knowing -the' inadequacy of 
their' munitions and army 
against the well-traii\ed and 
equipped trooiis of the Nippon, 
the Chinese calculated their 
strategy with one end In view 
—that of gaining time. ïhe Japs 
took possession of the cities, 
but the. land .lying' between 
tHCm was big and guerilla war- ' 
riors knew how to fight from' 
the hills, to attack outlying 
garrisons, to cut conimunileation 
lines and to sabotage 'munition 
and troop trains."

be landed. on a dime except in 
very cahn weather. 

A discussion of the role plas- 
tics will play was included in 
his ■ talk, along with -blood 
plasma, sulfa drugs, their use 
and abuse, 'peneilUn, its capa- 
bilities and limitations and the 
chemical insecticide ■ DDT, 
which, used either as a spray 
or powder, killed insects on 
contact and has been an inval- 
uable aid in combatting 
malaria, ' 

Human senses, except the 
sense of smell are all duplicat- 
ed by science. Dr. Wendt 
maintains, that the "automatic 
pilot'! and the "automatic. crew" 
will be carried over into indus- 
try, thus preclpltathig the sec- 
ond, industrial revolution. With 
the electric eye and ear in use, 
all that will be left for men to 
do wiU be' the thinlclng. Much 
more leisure time will thus be 
available, and people will util- 
ize it profiUbly, Dr. Wendt 
said. 

In answer to a' question ask- 
, ^ed during the question period. 
Dr. Wendt concluded by saying 
that It was not the Inclination 
of the majority of scientists to 
make sure that their discoveries 
were utilized io- thç best ad- 
vantage. Dr. Wendt . is . the ex- 
ception to the rule: His mission, 
as he say;, is to Inform the 
non-scientific people- of the ad- 
vances being made by science 
and how they can be . utilized in 
-everyday life. "Science is the 
birthplace of thé future."

And thus we come to Francesco Lana (1631-1687) 
who after Roger Bacon was the first to propose a 
lighter than air machine based on sound physical 
principles. Why. he thought, can I not construct 
some hoUow copper spheres which when exhausted 
of air will be lighter than the air they displace and 
hence rise? He then prpceeded to calculate the 
dimensions and found that he. required four copper 
spheres twenty feet in diameter and 1/225 of an inch 
thick. The thickness of the copper however would 
neither have been suffldnl to withstand the wcight 
of the spheres themselves nor the pressure of the 
tmosphere pressing down on the outside and the 
whole contraption would have unceremoniously col- 
lapsed. However he consoled liimself that he saw no 
other practical objections except -.that God would 
surely, not;^permiyiUiconstrucUmiti»J^

In the next century wc see several more attempts 
to achieve the mastery of the skies. One, by a flying 
locksmith Bcsnlcr by name, was quite successful. 
Besnter rigged himself up a pair of wings motivated 
by arm and leg power and he flew from the garret 
of his house over an intervening cottage landing 
safely. Having thus tasted triumph his next move 
really was the crowning feat of his career. He re- 
tired from aviation and sold the contraption to a 
travelling showman. Ills chief objection to it was 
the evil influence it would have 'on love affairs' by 
giving occasion for intrigues which could not occur 
"if people could not meet with who have nothing 
but legs to carry them." \VhIch to us seems to be 
another quite substantial prediction, especially so in 
the days before the automobile. 

And from then on aviation enters into a period 
of stagnation from which it is only aroused by the 
remarkable successes Inaugurated by the Montgolfier 
brothers in the decade before the French Revolu- 
tion and which was to culminate in the crossing 
of tho Channel by Jeffries and Blanchard in 1785. 
But more of that in the next article.
